telegram from Clara Barton, president of 
the American National Red Cross, receiv- 
ed today ut the rooms of the Red Cross 
Texas relief fund, in this city: 

“Upon the repeated solicitation of the 
local authorities, the Galveston local re- 
lief commitee, composed entirely of men 
and the local Red Cross emergency com- 
mitee, composed entirely of ladies. were 
merged into one commitee yesterday and 
immediately’ organized into the Galves- 
ton Auxiliary of the American Red Cross. 
The, entire werk of distributien of cloth- 
ing and other supplies was transferred 
to the new organization, all such work to 
be immediately and henceforth conducted 
under- the auspices and by ffle direction 
of the American National Red Cross. 

Not the slightest interruption of the 
work will take place.. The ten ward dis- 
tributing stations established and being 
used by Chairman McVittie’s committee 
will be continued as found necessary, 
with the accession of the Red Cross la- 
dies, one of whom has been appointed ‘as 
vice chairman for each ward, with three 
or more assistants to aid in the sorting 
and delivery of goods at the relief sta- 
tions, with additional accessions of la- 
dies for each ward station to any number 


that may be found necessary. who shall | 


make systematic investigation in certain 
streets assigned to them of the worthi- 
ness of all applicants for relief. 

‘The work being thus systematized can 
be most thoroughly conducted indefinite- 
ly.

TALKS IN CHICAGO 


‘Over 12,000 People Wear the 


Eastern Orator,. 


INTRODUCED BY HARRISON 


The Creeds of the Two Parties Are 
Held Up to the Audience and 
 Slosely Analyzed for Them. 

The Audience Well 
Pleased. 


September °° —-W. Bourke 
Cockran. of New York, in opening his 
western campaign. itinerary here tonight, 
spoke to an audience that crowded the 
Coliseum. bullt to seat 12,000 persons. 

The speech was: made under the aus- 
pices of the anti-imperialistic league and 
attracted thousands who were unable to 
enter the auditorium. 

The crush at the doors when Mr. Cock- 
ran. accompanied by Mayor Harrison and 
others. arrived, was so great that scores 
ef men and women fainted, and both Mr. 
Cockran and Chicago's executive were 
jostled and half suffocated. United 
States Senator Jones and his wife were 
caught in the throng and only by he- 
reic efforts was Mrs. Jones rescued from 


infury. 

Mr. Cockran arrived. -in.Chicago at 
4:30 p. m., and was escorted to the Au- 
ditorium hotel by Mayor Harrison, R. 
FE. Burke and Ed M. Lahiff. At 6 p. m. 
he was entertatned at the Iroquois Club 
at dinner. and at 8 o'clock escorted by 
two bands. the Cook County Democratic 
Marching Club, ¢ity and county officials 
and several hundred. witizens, proceeded 
to the Coliseum. En route the speaker 
was cheered, his name being mingled 
with that of W. J. Bryan. The marching 
club provided fireworks and other means 
of fllumination along the line of parade. 

Mavor Harrison introduced Mr. Cock- 
ran. who immediately began an attacs 
on the expansionist policy of the govern- 
ment. He said in part: 

‘Ladies and Gentlemen: We are told 
by the repiblican adversaries .that c.he 
issue of this campaign is the preserva- 
tion of our national prosperity. I| accept 
that issue. I go farther and-I say that 
on the results of this election depend 
not merely the prosperity.of the Ameri- 
can people, but the prosperity of the 
whole human race. I believe that the re- 
publican and the democrat will concede 
that the establishment of this republic 
was the most important contribution to 
human progress since the birth of Chris- 
tianitv. The benefit of this republic to 
the human race was not the adoption of 
a written constitution. It was not the 
distribution of the powers of the govern- 
ment into various departments. Long 
before the convention’ met to deliberate; 
long before the declaration of independ- 
ence had been proclaimed ,in Philadel 
phia. executives had administered gov- 
ernments, parliaments had adopted and 
judges had interpreted laws. But never 
in the history of the race until the Ameri- 
Can people came together to frame the 
system under which they intended to live 
was a government estabiished, not' am in- 
famous assumption of divine intervention 
and on the. will.o 
the people to establish jfistice, to provide 
for the common welfare and to preserve 
to the people and to their posterity the 
blessings of liberty. 

“The fruits of that experiment have 
been visible al] over the world. They 
have proved that the only sure pathway 
to prosperity is obedience to the moral 
law; that justice is the fountain of great- 
ness; material, intellectual and moral: 
a fountain that flows in ever-increasing 
abundance among those who remain faith- 
ful to the souree. That has been the one 
lesson which this country has proved— 
proved by every benefit which the hu- 
man race had derived from it; proved by 
the. fact that since this republic was 
founded the peace of the world has been 
preserved, the well-being of this nation 
has been advanced, industry everywhere 
haS been fruitful; the power of human 
hand has been multiplied, the extent 
of human knowlege has been widened and 
the boundary of human hopes has been 
amplified. And now we are asked to 
change this system of government for 
one such as other countries are every 
day discarding. We are asked to aban- 
don these institutions, embodying in 
themselves all that has been achieved 
for human nNghts since the doctrine of 
human equality was first preached on the 
shores of Galilee, and we are asked: to 
surrender, not because there are any signs 
of impending failure. but because it has 
achieved the very plentitude of success. 
Surely this raises not merely the issue 
of American prosperity, but the issue of 
human progress. e A fae 

“The republican Candidate offers us pro- 
fessions of morality which are the most 
unexceptional. ' , 

“We find him shooting down people in 
the eastern islands and professing the ut- 
most affection for them and the utmost 
regards for their prospects. He tells 
us that he is opposed to imperialism and 
yet he is seeking to establish a govern- 
ment of arbitrary and unlimited powers. 

e affects to resent the assertion that he 
is introducing militarism into the United 
States, and yet we find the army nas been 
quardrupled during his administration 
and a policy established f&hich will 
lead to further armament if it zhould Le 
successful at the polls. I have no dis- 
preatoon to charge the president of the 
Inited States with immorality or dis- 
loyalty. I prefer to think that he has fall- 
en a victim to high-sounding and mia- 
guiding phrases which have often recon- 
ciled men of excellent disposition to very 
questionable transactions. In fact, I be- 
lieve that it !g a source of congratula- 
tion to the people of the United States 
everywhere that this campaign has been 
singularly free from all manner of per- 
sonalities. I do.not think I have ever 
known a presidential contest to be con- 
ducted upon a higher plane of thought- 
ful discussion. - Both parties are deeply 
concerned upon the questions before them. 


They are bitterly divided upon the issue, 


but I think they are both united tn con- 
ceding the personal virtues of both the 
candidates. Now I believe that this is- 
su@ before the American people repre- 
sents the attempt on the one side to 
overthrew all that has been mae for hu- 
man progress and on the other an honest. 
enthusiastic determination to defend it. 

“It is staated in its very narrowest 
compass; the issue before the American 
people is the right of this government to 
seize distant territory and govern it 
against the will of its inhabitants, not 
under our constitutional government. but 
through officeholders to be named —by 
the president, who will administer their 
functions outside the constitution and in- 
dependent of its limits.”

Berlin Paper Declares United States 
Increases Chances for War. 


TUAN WANTED DEAD OR ALIVE 


Kaiser’s Demand for the Ris@lead- 
ers Should Be Pushed, the 
Press Declares. 


Berlin, September 29.—The Chinese sit- 
uation. particularly Germany’s proposal 
and the United States’ answer, monopo- 
lized public attention this week. The 
Dress. both semi-official and independent, 
continues to severely blame President 
McKinley for his refusal to agree witi 
the proposition of: Germany. The Co- 
logne Gazette, which since the outbreak 
of the China troubles, has been the fa- 
vorite mouthpiece dauy of the foreign of- 
fice. this week combatted the view that 
Germany had been trying to embark the 
other powers on dangerous seas or at- 
tempting to obtain the lead in the Chi- 
nese negotiations. The Lokal Anzeiger 
todav argues that the United States 
knows, through Minister Conger, that 
the Chinese government has been the 
real culprit. Hence, it adds, it is ridicu- 
lous to expect this same government to 
punish itself—‘‘as the United States pre- 
tends to believe in its reply to Germany.” 

The report that Prince Tuan has been 
appointed to a post where his influence 
for evil is even greater than it formerly 
was. is here regarded by government 
and press as unmistakable evidence that 
the Chinese government does not want 
peace. The argument, besides, is that 
Germany's demand that China give up 
the ringleaders before peace negotiations 
are begun must be complied with by Chi- 
na in order to show that she Is really 
acting in good faith. The papers express 
the hone that Field Marshal Count von 
Waldersee will issue a decree offering a 
large reward for Prince Tuan, dead or 
alive. as the only means of impressing 
upon the Chinese mind the fact that the 
powers are in earnest. 

The strong evidenve that. Russia has 
seized the opportunity to formally annex 
part of Manchuria and the statement 
of a correspondent of The Berlin Tage- 
blatt in Urga, Mongolia, that\Russia al- 
ready treats with Mongolia as her own, 
are here treated with marked indiffer- 
ence. This is only in line with the for- 
mal declaration which a foreign official 
made to the representative of the Asso- 
clated Press months ago, that Germany 
in no wav objected to Russia's obtaining 
control of northern China, as German in- 
terests would not be affected thereby. 

The German press this week discussed 
at length the preparations for a renewal 
of the commercial treaties. A represen- 
tative of the Associated Press has gath- 
ered the following facts in official quar- 
ters: 

“The economic committee, which is 
composed of high functionaries from the 
different departments, convenes October 
16th. Whether the minimum or maxi- 
mum tariff will be adopted in place of the 
present single tariff is a mooted ques- 
tion on which the committee splits. It 
is certain, however, that the duty on 
wheat and rye will be considerably 
raised, probably at the minimum to five 
or six marks per 220 pounds.

ASSASSINATION OF BENNETT. 


Assistant Mine Foreman Killed by 
Unknown Persons. 

Birmingham, Ala., September 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Much mysteiy surrounds the death 
of W. M. Bennett, assistant mine fore- 
man at Adger, thirty miles south of here, 
who was found lying in his room yester- 
day suffering from a bullet wound in his 
body. Bennett was unconscious when 
discovered and was never able to tell how 
he met his fate. He died a few hours 
later. His pistol, with a bullet discharged, 
was found lying near~-him. Coroner 
Paris held an inquest and the verdict 
was to the effect that the man came to 
his death from a pistol shot wound in- 
flicted by some unknown person. During 
the night before a number of pistol shots 
were heard by persons residing near 
Bennett’s room, but no attention was 
paid to them. Bennett failed to show up 
for work in the morning and later in the 
day a friend went to his room and found 
the door locked. The door was broken 
open, when Bennett was discovered lying 
on his bed wounded and unconscious, 
bathed in his own blood. The coroner’s 
jury decided that the deceased was fired 
upon from the rear, the bullet passing en- 
tirely through his body, just below the 
heart. Bennett was forty years old and 
was unmarried. He roomed alone. 

Nathing is known as to who shot him, 
or the circumstances under which the 
shooting was done. His remains were 
shipped to Danville, Pa., where he has 
relatives, for burial.

IMPERIAL DECREE ISSUED 


Degradation of Four Princes Is Ordered 
by Rulers, 


TUAN MUST FACE THE COURT 


Moving Spirit of the Boxers Is To 
Be Arraigned Before the Highest 
Tribunal in China—The 
Guilty Parties Will 
Be Yunished.

Washington, September 29.—Important 
news came from China at the end of the 
day, which in itself tends to advance ma- 
terially the efforts for a final settlement. 
China has accepted the suggestions of the 
United States contained in the answer 
to the German proposition, and has be- 
gun voluntarily the punishment of the 
reactionary Chinese leaders who were re- 
sponsible for the Pekin outrages. 

The department of state was informed 
by Consul General Goodnow, at Shanghal, 
that Sheng, Chinese director of railways 
and telegraphs, has handed him a decree 
of the emperor and empress, dated at 
Taignan, Sept@mber 25th, blaming thelr 
ministers for encouraging the boxers, The 
edict orders the degradation of four 
princes and deprives Prince Tuan of his 
salary and official servants. He is to be 
brought for trial before the imperial 
clan court. 

It will be recalled that in our answer 
the state department was careful to state 
that while it did not believe in demand- 
ing the surrender of the Chinese ring- 
leaders as a condition precedent to nego- 
tiations, it was resolved firmly, as Secre- 
tary Hay had said in his note of July 3d, 
that in the end the guilty parties should 
be held to the uttermost accountability.

Washington, September 29.—The align- 
ment of the powers on the German propo- 
sition to make the punishment of the 
Chinese ring leaders a condition precedent 
to negotiations may now be stated as fol- 
lows: 

Great Britain, Russia and France stand 
with the United States regarding this 
proposition as inexpedient. 

Japan occupies a middle attitude, as she 
is willing to follow the German lead if 
all the other powers are agreeab‘e, but 
only for the sake of preserving harmony 
among the powers, and not from a belief 
in the wisdom of the German proposition. 

Austria and Italy stand shoulder to 


shoulder with Germany, making the drei- 
bund a solid front. The first named two 
powers do not attempt to argue the Ger- 
man proposition and their answers make 


it apparent that they Have accepted it 
without much consideration.

Tha Chinese government has taken this 
intimation to heart, and perhaps hastened 
in its action: by the recent manifestations 
of dissatisfaction by the United States 
government at the reported promotion of 
Prince Tuan, already has begun the pun- 
ishment of him and the other Chinese 
leaders who are held guilty. 

The decree recited by Sheng is fult to 
be of the utmost importance as indicating 
a complete change of hegrt on the part 
of the reigning dynasty.

There Is Great Excitement in the 
Town and More Trouble Was 
Expected Last Night. 


Columbia. 8. C., September 29.—(Spe- 
ial.)j—As a result of rumors that. the 
every firearm in the 
Rock Hill was pur- 
chased this evening and there was clam- 
oring for more. In explanation of the 
trouble a dispatch from Rock Hill says 
that Jack Crawford, an inoffensive negro, 
was shot this evening by a drunken fac- 
tory operative, supposed to be Sid Smith, 
who is rather notorious. The negro was 
shot in the back. The ball glanced 
around under the skin and was cut from 
the right side. The wound is not neces- 
sarily dangerous. This shooting is the 
result of feeling which has existed for 
several weeks between a certain class of 
factorv operatives and the negroes. The 
latter have been repeatedly outraged and 
imposed upon in various ways and some 
nights ago one of them was waylaid 
on his return from Charlotte with a jug. 
He was beaten almost to insensibility 
and terribly cut and the liquor taken 
from him. It- was done Dy three men, 
one of whom was known. He is Bill Pet- 
ters. alias ‘‘Wild Bill,” and is still at 
large. There have been al] sorts of ru- 
mors going the roueds for some days in 
regard to an uprising among the ne- 
groes. They are afraid to go in the 
neighborhood of the mills after dark. 
Livery men say they cannot get a col- 
ored driver to go that way at all and a 
few nights ago when Willie Kimball, a 
little white boy. drove a surrey from the 
stable. he was fired at several times. 

The town as a whole is apprehensive 
of no danger; neither is the majority of 
the factory people. This trouble lies 
with only a small number of tough citi- 
zengs and no one else is likely to suffer. 
There is a probability that when the 
late train arrives from Charlotte 
there will be trouble at the depot. There 
is @& great deal of excitement and the 
streets are full of groups discussing the 
situation,

COURT FIXES NO 


BOND FOR HUDSON 


Young Man’s Attorneys Seek To Secure 
His Release. 


GO BEFORE JUDGE LUMPKIN 


Assured the Court That $50,000 
Bond Could Be Given. 


THE HEARING SET FOR TOMORROW 


Witnesses To Be Summoned and Geo. 
Hudson’s Position in Shooting 
Affray Will Be Determined. 


Application was made yesterday to 
Judge J. H. Lumpkin, presiding officer 
of the Fulton superior court, to fix the 
amount of a bond for the release from the 
Tower of George Hudson, me young man 
now in jail charged with assault with 
intent to murder as a result of the shoot- 
ing affray which occurred at East Point 
Friday morning, during which Walter 
Hudson and Sheffield Harrington were 
seeriously wounded. 

The application, which was made about 
2 o’clock yesterday afternoon, was pre- 
sented by Attorneys L. Z. Rosser and W. 
R. Hammond. Solicitor General C. D. 
Hill was notified of the fact by the 


court, and at 4 o’clock a partial hearing 
. - | was had before Judge Lumpkin

| chambers at the courthouse.

Solicitor Hill took the position that the 
application was perhaps premature, as 
both the wounded men were reported in 
a serious condition, and there was a 
Siight possibility that the charge now 
pending against young Hudson might be 
changed to one of graver import. He said 


| he understood that one of the principals 
| in the impromptu duel had been operated 


upon and there were grave doubts enter- 
tained as to his recovery. 

The solicitor general was for postponing 
‘the matter, for the tim ebeing at least, 
for the purpose of awaiting further devel- 
opments ag to the condition of the two 
men. If they recovered sufficiently to 
make it certain that they were out of 
danger, then their testimony might be 
taken before a justice of the peace in a 
preliminary hearing, but in the event one 
or both died matters would be compli- 
cated to a certain extent and wou'd call 
for other steps being taken. 

Attorney Hammond stated that the 
young man in jail was not one of the 
principals, although he was charged with 
shooting at Harrington, but would only 
be a wtiness in the case. He urged the 


| court to fix a bond of any amount. 


“We are prepared this afternoon to 
make a $50,000 bond so as to get.the young 
man out of jail. He has been there near- 
ly two days already. If he was let out 
on bond and the circumstances became 
such as to call for his re-arrest that 
bond would be sufficient to insure his 
presence in court at any time he was 
wanted,” 

Judge Lumpkin, however, announced 
that he would fix no bond then, but would 
take the matter up again at 4 o'clock to- 
morrow afternoon, when witnesses will be 
examined to determine exactly young 
Hudson's position in the affair. 

In the meantime the solicitor general's 
office will issue summons for all the wit- 
nesses possible and the hearing tomorrow 
is expected to bring out the details of the 
-ehooting.

Roosevelt Faces an Audience Which 
Calls for Bryan. 

Kansas City, Mo., September 29.—Imme- 
diately upon his arrival here this evening 
Governor Roosevelt was escorted to 
Shawnee Park, in Armourdale, Kansas 
City, Kas., where an immense open air 
meeting was held. On being intreduced 
to the vast assembly an organized effort 
was made by a large number of men and 
beys on the edge of the crowd to prevent 
his making a speech. Crries and interrup- 
tions were frequent during the first few 
moments. Each interruption was fol- 
lowed with hard hits from the speaker 
until quiet was restored, ard the greater 
part of the speech was listened to in re- 
spectful silence. 

On the conclusion of his address here, 
Governor Roosevelt was driven to con- 
vention hall. The vast auditorium was 
filed, the immense galleries had not a 
vacant seat and no standing room any- 
where. The seating capacity of this hall 
is said to be 22,000. Although they had 
been waiting from 7 o'clock until 10:10, 
their enthusiasm was undiminished and 
their patierce unexhausted. 

When Governor Roosevelt mounted the 
platform the audience broke into waves of 
applause lasting for at least twenty min- 
utes. Order being at last restored, the 
governor proceeded. Governor Roose- 
velt devoted considerable attention to the 
ice trust, saying:

Here isa 
book of poems by John G. Whittier and 
thirty-seven of them are pitiful appeals 
for the poor siave and invoking heaven's 
curség upon his master. He knew no 
more about slavery as it really was than 
he did about Barbara Freitchie and he fed 
the young people of New England upon 
poetic Hes for thirty vears and instilled 
into their hearts that hatred from which 
they have never recovered. Strange it 
is that smart people will write about 
things they have never seen. Now, the 
idea of an uneducated negro slave getting 
down on his knees and making an apos- 
trophe to the north star—and vet that is 
the titie of one of the poems—'* The 
Slave’s Apostrophe to the North Star.’’ 
That nigger was ‘possum hunting right 
then, but the poet makes him to say: 

“Star of the North, I look to thee, 

“Thy light and truth shall set me free.” 

But enough of this. The quesiion still 
survives what will become of the negro. 
And that other question looms uop before 
us; what will we do with 10,000,000 more 
of them over in the Philippines?

The Color Line in Philadelphia. 

Although The Press has not had time 
to denounct the aristocratic inhabi- 
tants of Bryn Mawr as “brutal fiends.” 
it may be looked for in time, if the ed- 
itor is true to his record. 

The Times tells the story of how a 
race war has grown up in the charm- 
ing suburb, where wealthy Pennsylva- 
nians invite negro agitators to after- 
noon tea. The present casus belli “is 
the color line drawn in the renting of 
a house by a member of the African 
Methodist Episcopal church, who was 
so white in complexion that he was not 
recognized as a colored.man by the 
trustees of the white Radnor Method- 
ist Episcopal church. to whom 
property belongs. Now the pastor and 
trustees of that church are up in arms. 
Where it will terminate no one can 
tell. From present indications, the col- 
ored brother, who holds a lease for one 
year and is still on the premises, has 
the best end of the fight, although inti- 
mations of forcible ejectment have 
been hinted by the trustees of the 
white Methodist Episcopal church, 
owners of the house in question.’ The 
Times goes on to say: 

The color line is the sole objection. The 
property. which was leased about a we kk 
ago by D. J. Williams, a member of the 
African Methcdist Episcopal church, ad- 
joins the parsonage of Rev. E. H, 
man. the pastor of the Radnor Methodist 
Episcopal church. The lease was prop- 
erly executed and everything satisfactory 
and Mr. Williams given right of posses- 
sion. and last Thursday, one week ago, 
Mr. Wiliiams and his family began to 
move in. The moving was superintended 
by the Rev. M. W. Thornton, pastor of 
the African Methodist Episcopal church, 
of Bryn Mawr. who is a guest of Mr. 
Williams. Mr. Thornton was prevente’1 
by the trustees of the white church from 
entering the house until the timely ar- 
rival of Mr. Williams that evenings The 
latter informed the trustees of the au- 
thority of Rev. Mr. Thornton. So in- 
censed were the trustees at their mistake 
and that a colored family was to occu- 
Dv the house that a peremptory notice 
of removal was served, with the under- 
standing that if it was not obeyed a for- 
cible electment would be the result. 

We are further informed that the 
“colored people.are very much aroused 
over the treatment shown toward one 
of their race, and propose to make a 
test case of the affair. They have se- 
cured the services of Counselor Harry 
W. Bass, a prominent colored lawyer, 
who declares that the whole occurrence 
is most grievous, since the property is 
owned by the Methodist Episcopal 
church and the color, line in Christian- 
ity is reerettable, ‘and not only un- 
Christian but a disgrace, which reveals 
a degree of race prejudice more insid- 
ious in its influence among professing 
Christians than any other class. Now 
for more than a week the war has been 
waged. Both sides have employed legal 
counsel; both parties remain firm and 
uncompromising.’ 
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Adding Insult to Jijury. 

The aciion of Governor Nash, of 
Ohio, in regard to the Mansfield out- 
rage but adds insult to injury, and 
shows how quick a way may be found 
out of the pe-formance of duty by the 
utterly pious people of the Western Ke- 
serve. 

for over two months certain preach- 
ers have been deprived of freedom of 
speech in Mansfield. Their public dem- 
onstrations have been broken up by 
mobs. in which the neighbors of John 
Sherman, the eulogist of Eliza Pink- 
ston, were engaged. They have been as- 
sauited within the sacred precincts of 
private homes. They have been seized 
upon the Sabbath day, stripped and 
tarred, and then marched for two hours 
over all the streets of the city for the 
delectation of those who wanted to see 
them thus arrayed from the windows. 
Not a single attempt has been made to 
uphold the law by either citizen or 
officer. The mayor and the police were 
always on hand to deport the victims 
from the city, but melted into and be- 
came part of the mob whenever they 
returned. Devotees of those men have 
been assaulted and maltreated: their 
homes have been forcibly entered and 
ransacked; the grand jury has refused 
to indict known criminals, and word 
Was passed out that members of the 
mob would at no time be punished. 

Here it was that the matter was 
brought to the attention of the govern- 
or of the state. His answer. itself a 
conviction of the people of Mansfield. 
Was that he could not act until the peo- 
ple called upon him, that so far as he 
officially knew there was perfect quiet; 
but he goes on to say: 

The right of free speech and of relig- 
fous liberty are no more sacred than 
other rights given by our government, 
among them the right to possess and en- 
joy property. When a person is violent- 
lv and wrongfully deprived of his prop- 
erty he does not call upon the governor 
of the state for aid.

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| rH PEOPLE AND THE ISSUE INVOLVED IN FRIDAY’S ELECTION. 


The péople of Atlanta are on Friday to nominate a nfayor who is to 
serve them for the next two years, and, at the same time, they are to choose 
‘two aldermen and seven councilmen for the same period. 

Among other very important items to be attended to by the next ad- 
ministration is the refunding of about $400,000 of city bonds, and, of no less 
importance, the settlement of the vexed question of city franchises for 
public utilities. 

The Constitution fs earnestly endeavoring to rivet the minds of the 
voters upon the vital importance of the issues presented, in the hope that, 
from among the men to be chosen, the city may secure an administration 
which feels pledged to serve the interest of the taxpayers before that of any 
private corporation. Nothing that has been said, that will be said or that 
can be said, will divert The Constitution from its course, which is con- 
trolled solely by what it believes to be its duty to the city of Atlanta, 

In the question of city franchises two contending factions are to be 
considered—one of which is represented in the effort to secure competition 
in electric lighting and power service, and the other in the completion and 
perfection of a system which will afford street railway competition to the 
city. We are aware that it is quite the thing for those who advocate the 
electric lighting monopoly to charge that those who are seeking to secure 
competition against it are “influenced” by those who are contending for the 
right to erect a duplicate plant. On the other hand, those contending for 
street railway competition are similarly charged with being under the 
domination of those who oppose it. 

So far as The Constitution is concerned, it will earnestly advocate com- 
petition in both lines, urging that the next council permit the competing 
railway company to complete its system in every detail, and that electric 
competition be allowed without any further delay. . 

The Constitution is neither directly nor indirectly, remotely or contin- 
gently interested in either of the contending companies; and what we have 
said, and will ~~ will be solely in the interest of the taxpayers and people 
of the city. 

BDlectric lighting and power service competition would have been euar- 
anteed before this had it not been for the aldermanic board which has by 
its action continued an unnecessary burden upon the taxpayers and con- 
sumers of the city, upon the assumption that by so doing it was punishing 
the corporation contending for competitive rights because it had appealed 
to the courts_in settlement of certain issues involved in franchise grants. 
The vote in the aldermanic board stood three to two against granting the 
competitive franchise. Of the three Who voted negatively. The Constitution 
has had occasion to speak very plainly in reference to the attitude of one, 
who. being absent from the city, was represented by the electric lighting 
monopoly which is now exacting undue tolls from the taxpayers and con- 
sumers largely in excess of those which would be possible under a compet- 
itive system. 

As to the other two members of the aldermanic board whose vote held 
up the competitive franchise, The Constitution has exercised the right of a 
public newspaper to criticise the wisdom of the policy which agtuated their 
votes. A newspaper has the right to criticise any public servant, and this 
The Constitution will continue to qo, regardless of consequences, In the case 
of one of the aldermen in question, The Constitution, going beyond ordinary 
criticism as to the wisdom of his vote, has found it necessdry to make 
certain exposures to establish proofs. of collusion as menacing to the city 
as it Was damaging to those implicated in it. If other members of the alder- 
manic board have gone out of their way to involve themselves with the 
one who has been branded by the exposures of the past week, it is no fault 
of ours, We believe now, as we have steadily believed. that their position is 
wrong and untenable, but we have never attacked their sincerity nor 
doubted their motives, though we have criticised the wisdom of their vote, 
and will continue to do so. 

It is different with Alderman Beutell. 

We have shown that had this vote been cast in favor of the franchise, 
Atianta would now have competition in electric lighting ang power service. 
Unfortunately this alderman found himself trammeled and in collusion 
against the city’s interests with the very company which held the city’s 
contract and with which he should have been enabled to deal as_ the 
spokesman of the taxpayers he represented. The evidences of collusion in- 
volving him have been so overwhelming that it js not necessary for The 
Constitution to revert to them except by mere mention of the developments 
of the past week, which have called the attention of the public to a con- 
dition in city affairs which has Jong been suspected, but which, until now, 
has not been exposed. 

On'last Tuesday morning The Constitution editorially called attention 
to the fact that Alderman Beytell—the only member of the present council] 
asking for re-election—was appealing to the voters of Atlanta to elect him 
to council from the fifth ward. We called attention to Mr. Beuteli’s record, 
and his vote against electric lighting competition. and urged the people to 
go slow. That night at 6 o'clock a messenger brought a_ voltntinous type- 
written card to The Constitution office signed ‘““H. M. Bewiell.” It was filled 
with denunciation of The Constitution and was written as a defense of Mr. 
Beutell’s record. The card was traced to the office of the head of the Georgia 
Klectric Light Monopoly and an investigation instituted by The Constitu- 
tion immediately afterwards developed the fact—not known before—that 
Alderman Beutel! had been in North Carolina for two days and would not 
return for two more, 

The Georgia Electric Light Monopoly first denied that it knew any- 
thing about the card and when the exposure was made publi¢ its head ex- 
plained, in a published communication, that the card had been submitted to 
him for examination and that after he had read the card, as final authority, 
it was sent by him to The Constitution office for publication, 

The coon had been treed! 

On Alderman Beutell’s return to the city he admitted that he had not 
written the card, it was shown that he knew nothing about it: but without 
further ado he folded the stray baby in his arms and claimed it as his own, 

During the contention before council for competitive electric lighting 
franchise, it had been observed that Alderman Beutell frequently came for- 
ward with one “substitute” or another—always seeking to defeat compe- 
tition—and now it develops that the same typewriter which struck off. these 
“substitutes” wrote the card for Mr. Beutell that was sent from the office 
of the Georgia Electric Light Monopoly. 

Had the authority which had spoken for Alderman Beutel! while in 
North Carolina, and which had brazenly used his name, also spoken for 
him in the aldermanic board? 

Shall we have competition on its own merits as agreed to by all the 
candidates save the one for whom the Georgia Electric Light Monopoly as. 
sumes the authority to speak? 

That is all The Constitution pleads for! 

We do not ask for discrimination against fhe Georgia Electric Light 
Company, but plead that it should have the full measure of its rights under 
every contract the city has made with it. We ask that a competing electric 
power franchise, framed on business principles, be granted to a company 
which is solvent and ready for performance of its comtract, and which offer- 
ed to accept its franchise on the basis of charging 10 per cent less for do- 
mestic lights than is now charged, and of furnishing the city arc lights at 
$10 per year each less than it now pays—a saving of from $8,000 to $10,000 
annually to the taxpayers—not to speak of the thousands to be saved in do- 
mestic lighting. i 

All that The Constitution fights for Is the broad, open principle of com- 
petition on the issues now before us—Doth fn street railways and in electric 
lighting and power service. This proposition would be the correct one 
whether The Constitution favored it or not. Plainly if an electric power 
franchise were granted, it might probably diminish the /receipts of the 
Georgia Electric Light Monopoly by lessening the price paid by consumers, 
but The Constitution declares that the consumers are the people to be first 
considered. As a matter of fact, competition would bring about such an in- 
crease in the number of consumers that the loss cne way would be fully 
made up in another. However it be, it is the whole people who are to be 
considered and no single corporate interest. 

This is the whole issue and the people know it! There may be gnaw- 
ing of files and garbling of extracts, or honesf€ reproductions of whole arti- 
cles, bu@they weigh not one feather’sweight with the people wh6, wanting 
competition, demand it so strongly that no candidate but the one who is 
running on his “record” dare oppose it. - 
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deprived of his right of free speech, or of 
religious liberty, the person so ‘wronged 
must seek the courts which. have juris- 
diction, and not the governor, who has no 
jurisdiction over the subject matter. 
The people who claim to have been de- 
prived of these rights in the city of Mans- 
field. instead -of trying to have their 
Wrongs righted by the courts, continue to 
tempt an angry populace day after day 
and week after week. It occurs to me 
that instead of doing this, it would be 
more Christianlike and the better policy 
to ask the cowrts to redress their wrongs 
and quietly await the decision of the 


courts. It is not necessary for me to 
point out their remedies. It is sufficient 
for me to Know that they are ample, 
According to this theory there is 
need of neither police nor military 
force. If a man is assaulted upon the 
street he must wait three months and 
tell his story to the grand jury: if there 
is a burglar in the house, just let him 
do as he pleases, and swear out a war- 
rant for him a few days later. There is 
no such thing as urgency of personal 
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Mansfield oars no right to expect pro- 
tection against the outrage itself. since 
the courts were open to him subse- 
quently. Let the mob close up churches, 
ride the preachers on the sharp edge of 
‘a rail, outrage and pillage at will—for 
all these there is no system of pre- 
vention—only an after appeal to the 
courts, 

And at the time that Governor Nash 
spoke thus he knew that not a court in 
Ohio was open to those men. Complaint 


the county in which the outrage was 
committed, which in this case refused 
to act! Therefore there was no basis 
upon which to appeal to a higher court 
since there was no standing in the 
court below, and all Governor Nash’s 
rhodomontade about appealing to the 
courts was but a shield for the bruta! 
and vulgar mob which made such an 
exhibition upon the streets last Sunday. 
Instead of protecting the constitutional 
rights of men preaching the gospel ac- 
cording to their lights, they are insult- 
ed by this republican governor, who 
censures them for tempting “an angry 
‘mob day after day and week after 
week.’ Are the rights of a. citizen of 
the United States to be measured and 
doled out according to the hootings 
of “an angry mob” of ljawbreakers. or 
should not the lawbreakers be réduced 
to order if it took gatling guns to bring 
them to their senses.

When we begin to .hink that the negroes 
who, instead of buying their groceries at the 
proper time, go wandering about drinking beer 
and idling away their time until 10 o'clock, 
at which time the beer saloons close, knowing 
that his grocer will wait for him until that 
time, it begins to show it is absolutely un- 
necessary for him to keep open till such late 
ho.rs on account of this class of négroes, who, 
if the stores would be closed promptly at 8 
o’c’cck, would buy their groceries before that 
time. which they could do and would do if such 
a definite hour for closing on Saturday even- 
ing would be. enforced. One great benefit to 
the grocer in this matter would be that he 
would be in a bett2r condition to enjoy: his 
religicus services on Suidays. As long as the 
present conditions continue, so long will the 
custom b? followed, and so long as the cus- 
tom is followed, so long will the Sundays be 
of very ‘little satisfaction and proper enjoy- 
ment to the merchant. While I am not a 
reéerchant, some of my best friends and rela- 
tives are retail grocors, and of course I would 
not place myself in ihe attitude of a dictator, 
but I think this a good idea and merely put i{¢ 
out as a suggestion.

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HOW SHOULD MINISTERS DRESS? 


What an Editorial Writer on New York Trib- 
une Says Concerning This Question. 


In one of the recent issues of The New 
York Tribune an editorial writer, discuss- 
ing the quest‘yn of clerical garb, says: 

By an unwritten law black is prescribed 
as the proper color for the outer garments 
of tne men who bring to the world a mes- 
si.ge of good news. Looking at the mat- 
ter on its merits, it is somewhat puzzling 
to say why this should be so, for white 
is much more suggestive of happiness 
and joy, which is what the gospel really 
means. But the arbitrary ruling of cus- 
tom is more powerful even than common 
sense. So much so that on the hottest 
dzys of this unusually hot summer the 
clergy in the cities have uncompliiningly 
wern their hot and closely buttoned black 
clerical clothes, when they might have 
done their work far more cumfortably and 
effectively in a negligee suit of crash 
linen. And yet unthinking people say 
that there «re no modern martyrs! 


In most cases the clergy of the liturgi- 


cal churches cling to the traditional cleri- 
cal style of dress, and a good many others 
follow their example. Rut the utility of 
the ‘clerical suit is nevertheless an open 
question. Much may be said in its favor 
on the assumption that an ordained min- 
ister is an ecclesiastical officer. set apart 
from the ordinary church members. If 
that is to be the dominant note of his 
ministry, doubtless it is well that his 
aloofness and rulership should be indicat- 
ed by a uniform that will impress the 
common crowd with his rank and power. 
But, as a matter of fdct. the dominant 
note of the modern Christian ministry is 
coming to be the idea of teaching. The 
founder of Christianity loved to be called 
Teacher, and the name which He pave to 
His personal followers was that of dis- 
ciples, or learners. If such be the case, 
it is difficult to see the need of a uniform 
fcr the ministry, any more than for the 
teachers of the public schools. 

It will be said, of course, that the cieri- 
cal dress is approved by tradition and 
cunsecrated by ages of use. There is, 
perhaps, some force in this consideration, 
if the custom increases the-influence of 
the clergy with their people, or, at lcast, 
does nothing to impair it. Eut there is 
revuson to believe that in some instances 
at least Christian ministers are handi- 
capped by their clerical clothes. Instead 
of inspiring respect and invitine conti- 
dence, the clerical dress arouses the an- 
tipathy of many men today. It suggests 
to them all that is unworthy in the his- 
tory of the church, and with an injus- 
tice that can be understood, though not 
excused, they put the unfortunate wearer 
cgown either as a canting hypverite or a 
brainless nimny. It is for each minister 
to decide whether it is worth while to 


put himself cut of sympathetic touch with 
many people for whom he has a message 
merely for the pleasure he will personally 
derive from wearing clothes of a certain 
color and archaic cut. When the theo- 
logical seminary and the bishop have fur- 
nished the young cleric with the spiritual 
érmor for his fight against sin, it is some- 
what of an anticlimax to see him hurried- 
ly repair to the clerical tailer. for the 
final insignia of his office. 

Curiously enough, some of the clerzy 
who have surrendered their own liberty 
in the matter of dress think they have the 
right to curtail the liberty of other peo- 
ple. One pastor in New Jersey has for- 
bidden bareheaded women to eppear in 
his church, cn the ground that the prac- 
tice is unscriptural and unchurchly. A 
St. Louis clergyman has banned all wo- 
men who wear a certain style of shirt 
waist, and another repels from commun- 
ion men who appear without a coat. In 
all these cases the tacit assumption is 
that the Divine Bcing who pervades the 
whole universe and upholds it by His 
wi'] is vitally interested in the ephemeral 
feshions of certain insects of a day, and 
for no inh2rent reason disapproves some 
and favors others. This conception of 
the Godhead is undoubtedly flattering to 
the transient beings who crawl painfully 
for a moment on one of the most insig- 
nificant of the planets: but it does not 
commend itself to reason or common 
sense.

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HIS is the story of a mule—a one- 
[even mule as black as erebus, with 

accordion pleated ribs, a wicked 
looking pair of jack rabbit hind legs and 
a rveful countenance. 

The mule in question had just been 
shod at a blacksmith shop on South For- 
Svth street, and as he emerged from the 
door. with a barefooted negro youth on 
his bare back, it was evident from the 
wav he moved that the job of shoeing or 
something didn't him. He walked 
with a ludicrously deliberate movement, 
lifting his hoofs high and stepping as 
though walking on spikes.

New York, September 29.—The stock market 
was a narrow and professional affair today, 
which ended with a show of animation 
strength on account of an active demand 
from the short interest which covered on the 
bank statement. This element saw encourage- 
ment in the fact that the inroad upon the 
banking surplus was restricted to less than 
$4,000,000, while a much heavier depletion 
was expected. This sentiment seemed not 
to be affected by the fact that a decline in 
the reserve requirement of over $3,000,000 
was responsible for this result which was 
brought about by a contraction of $5,668,- 
400 in the outstanding loans of the banks. 
The actual decrease in cash was slightly in 
excess of that of last week, as had been 
expected. Besides the liquidation in the 
stock market, a large volume of time loans 
is said to be maturing at this time, and the 
proceeds of these the banks are inclined to 
hold for higher rates, as explained below. 
The prospect of favorable ‘developments in 
the coal strike situation over Sunday increased 
the disposition of the bears to cover, and the 
prices from the early low level 
and 2 points for the principal 
active stocks, not a few of which showed net 
gains of a point or more, The early selling 
of stocks was encourageg by selling for for- 
eign account and by rumors of financial dif- 
ficulties in Berlin, where the exigencies of a 
settlement caused a jump of 2 per cent in the 
rate for short discount  bil@s. The steel 
stocks were rather firm throughout. Intima- 
tions from officials of several of the great 
trunk lines of an intention to provide for the 
year’s negd forthwith at the present price of 
$26 for steel rails, helped the group. Large 
eceipt¢d of raw sugars, doing away with some 
of the danger of a shortage, helped Sugar. 
A feature was the further marking, down of 
sterling exchange rates by the exchange bank- 
ers, in spite of the nominal character of the 
Saturday market.

* * * Before a hammer is Struck 
every single detail of a %4,000,000-pound 
bridge must be worked out on paper. 
Every beam, wire, rod, and even the 
screws and nuts and rivets must first 
have its distinct design.

Chinese Justice. 

June 27th, at 10 o'clock, says Admiral 
John W. Philip in the interesting pas- 
sages from his diary published in Frank 
Leslie's Popular Monthly for October, I 
went down with thirty men to attend a 
meeting of the Chinese court. The busi- 
ness today consisted in comparing the 
English and Chinese records of the case 
and making them agree. They re-exam- 
ined the two leaders, who are the Chung 
and occupied nearly the whole 
in trying by different tortures to 
make these fellows confess to their guilt. 
One proceeding rather amused me, al- 
though it was barbarous. The leading 
mandarin had asked one of these broth- 
to which He would 
satisfaction of the 

mandarin wrote out the

ought to speak it, and then told him to 
acknowledge that it Was correct; and 
when the poor fellow refused to comply 
with the court's request, he was tor- 
tured until he fainted in the courtfoom 
and had to be removed. By the Chinese 
they cannot punish a person vfttil 
confesses to everything. If the court 
the prisoner telling lies they 
torture him for the truth; or, 
not speak as they wish him to and will 
not confess his guilt, they torture him 
in the most cruel manwmer until he does 
as they wish. As soon as he confesses, 
he is beheaded, frequently in one hour. 
I was told in court that very often a 
criminal would die under his’ tortues 
rather than confess himself guilty. These, 
I suppose, are rare..cases, where .the 
man is really inmocent of the crime 
charged. I have séerenough of Chinese 
jurisprudence to disgust. me -with it for 
the future,

The imperial perquisites come from 
many sources. Every industry in China 
has an imperial branch or factory. Here 
vou find the most skilled of Chinese work- 
men, who are supposed to labor only for 
the emperor and his court. Porcelain is 
made by the thousanas of plates. Tea 
cups are turned out in vast quantities and 
there are thousands of magnificent jars, 
urns and vases. At Nanking I visited the 
imperial looms where the finest of velvets 
and silks are made, and in other cities I 
have seen imperial factories for embroid- 
erles and laces. All 
to be run exclusively at the expense of 
the government, and it is against the law

There is one thing upon which the peo- 
ple seem to be unanimous, and that is (nat 
ut is not healthy for a Chinese to oppuse 
the oid dow ige=r. She is charged witf 
being as free with her poison and knils 
as Were the emperors dung tne last days 
or Rome. i have heard it stated that 
materially assisted her husband in 
getting to a vetter land. After he died 
she ruled itn company with his first wife, 
known as the eastern empress. The east- 


/é€rn empress had a quarrel with the em-

dowage, and soon after this she 
sick and passed away. l have 
it whispered that Marquis Tscng 
and Prince Chun died unnatural deaths 
just at the right time to benefit this rc- 
markable woman. 

The trouble the present emperor ha‘ 
with. her was chiefly caused by the death 
his mother in 189. The emovefror’s 
mother thought the empress dowager was 
1ot treating her son rightly, and she 
called at the place at Echo Park and 
protested against the exfraordinary de- 
manis which the dowager made upon 
him. This made the dowWwager empress an- 
gry. She crdered her servants to take 
away her guest's sedan chair, and sent. 
her back to Pekin in a cotton cart. The 
old lady died the next day, and it was 
currently reported that her death was 
due to the mortification from the treat- 
ment she, the mother of an emperor, had 
received. Whether she ate or Grank any- 
thing while at the empress dowager's 
palace is not stated. 

The empress dowager practically ruled 
China while her son Tung Chi was em- 
peror. He was a baby when his father 
died, and kis mother was monarch until 
he became of age. She ruled through him 
until he got the smallpox and passed 
away, to give place to the son of Prince 
Chun, the present emperor. I have al- 
ready spoken of Prince Chun’s death, 

Another curious death was that of the 
wife of Emperor Tung Chi, a Manchu girl 
named Aluteh. She was made empress wf 
China in 1872, having been chosen by the 
empress dowager as her daughter in law. 
It is said that she was about to have a 
child at the Aime the Emperor Tung Chi 
died of smallpox, but that she herself 
died before the child was born. Had she 
lived there would have probably been ua 
chane in the imperial regime and the 
empress dowager migh* have had to step 
down and out. I do @ot know that she 
had anything to do with her daughter in 
law Aluteh’s death, but she certainly 
profited by it. 

The empress dowager picked out the 
wives for the present emperor. This oc- 
curred twelve Wsars ago, and I happened 
to be in Pekin at the time the choice 
was made. She took two sisters, one 
fifteen and the other thirteen years oki, 
both the daughters of her brother, Chang 
Heil. and eonsequently her nieces. The 
fifteer.-year-old girl became the empress 
and her younger sister a secondary wif+¢ 
or an “imperial concubine of second 
rank.’ These girls, of course, have been 
the tools of their imperial aunt, and the 
emperor has had enemies and spies in 
his own family. . + 

The character of the emperor I will 
discuss in a future letter. There is no 
doubt. however, but that the enpress 
dowager should be carefully handled by 
the powers. China can be more easily 
ruled without her than with her, and if 
there is any island like St. Helena, a 
good long distance away from this part 
of the world. it will be well to incarcerate 
this female Napoleon upon it.

When two Chinamen meet on the street 
stand at a respectful distance and 
each gravely shakes his own hand. If 
you tried to shake a Chinaman by the 
hand he would probably regard it as as- 
sault and battery. To lift one’s hat to an 
acquaintance, man or Woman, would be 
an insult. 

White is the Chinese hue of mourning 
It does not stay white long, however, as 
the more solled and diiapidated a Chinese 
mourner looks, the greater is the respect 
implied to the dead. For this reason the 
afflicted ones leave their heads unshaven 
until they attain a remarkable degree of 
disreputability. 

SOME DISEASES AND AILMENTS. 

Smallpox Is almost ‘universal. No pre- 
cputions are taken against its spread. 
When a child is taken ill with the dis- 
ease. he is carefully tended until he has 
‘blossomed out,’’ as the Chinese term has 
it. when he is allowed to go out in the 
street and play with the other children. 
It is taken for granted that every one 
must have smallpox, the sooner, the bet- 
ter.

Many of them 
warder about as traveling musicians 
sometimes singly, sometimes in smail 
bands. 

Baldness is fully as common in China 
as in America. The Chinese call it kuang 
t‘ou. “shiny pate.” Women suffer most 
from it. This is partly because of th? 
greasy hair dressing used, and still more 
due to the fashion of drawing the hair 
so tight on framework that it is slowly 
but surely dragged out by the roots. 
When the center of a Chinese woman's 
head is as bare as a Dililard ball, and 
only a thin fringe of hair encircles th 
lower part, she pastes a large plece of 
black cloth on her scalp, to which to fas- 
ten the remnants, and blacks in the 
maining open spaces with China ink. 

Deafness and dumbness are less com- 
mon than baldness and blindness. per- 
haps because there ts neither style nor 
disease to produce them, The Chinese be- 
that if wax from the’ ear touches 
the lips, dumbness ensues. Another be- 
lief current in Pekin is that a blow upon 
the soft spot of an infant’s skull will 
cause dumbness. 

Some one once asked me if the Chinese 
rave the toothache. They have every- 
thing. Now that the foreigners are in 
Pekin. the owner of an afflicted molar 
if he has any foreign acquaintances, ap- 
peals to them to pull the tooth. If he 
hasn't. he must just grin and bear it. 
There are no’ Chinese dentists. It would 
be hard to find a race with poorer teeth. 

SOME CHINESE REMEDIES. 

Headache is also very prevalent, but 
for this they have a remedy, or ‘what 
they allege to be one. They take the 
skin of the temples, or that of the fore- 
head or bridge of the nose, and pinch it 
between the thumb and finger until it +s 
black and blue. Still another remedy is to 
paste a large black paster or the leaf of 
some tree or plant over the spot. 

For sore throat they pinch the neck the 
same as for headache, the idea, of course, 
being to produce counter irritation. 
Whether it cures or not I cannot say. 
Nor do I know whether their treatment 
for skin diseases and wounds is effica- 
cious. The almost universal remedy is a 
Diaster, of what composition I do not 
know. The Chinese understand the use of 
laxatives. and of certain forbidden drugs 
and many poisons, but their treatment of 
open sores does not seem to be attended 
with good results.

Still another is a poster advertising ‘‘Bi- 
cycle Pills,’’ Tze hsing ch’'e Tan, which 
guarantee boy children to the family that 
in sufficient quantities. Still 
others, and there are many of them, 
promise succor to unfortunate girls with- 
out danger to either their health or life. 
A very large proportion advertise the 
cures that may be expected by taking 
pilgrimages to certain temples and drink- 
ing water from the springs connected 
therewith, but the most common of all 
temple advertisements is ‘‘Ask and it wil! 
be answered,’ Yu chiu pi ying. It nor 
infrequently happens that the wall of thy 
city in certain localities is covered with 
strips of cloth one foot by two, indicating 
that the sick have received answers to 
their prayers by the worship of the god 
in that place, who in many cases is a 
fox. 


FRIENDLY FEELING FOR AMERI- 
CANS. 


Up td the beginnin of the present 
troubles it has been a somewhat remark- 
able fact that no American citizen, trav- 
eler, business man, diplomat. or mission- 
ary has ever been murdered in China by 
the Chinese. This can be said of the citi- 
zens Of none of the other great powers 
which have had constant and long-con- 
tinued intercourse with the east. This is 
not a mere coincidence, or accident. The 
Chinese like Americans. Of course this 
statement is made with the reservation 
that they do not like any foreigner as a 
resident of China, but as compared with 
the people of the great European powers 
they like the Americans. Whenever they 
ask a man of what nationality he is and 
his answer is that he is an American, 
they at once exclaim, ‘‘We are friend: 

PERIPATETIC TRADES. 


Many trades which with us are station- 
ary are peripatetic in China. The blacs- 
smith packs his shop on a wheelbarrow. 
Two boxes that look like cheese boxes 
contain the outfit of the shoemaker, who 
does his work on the sidewalk. in the lee 
of some wall. So does the chiropodist. 
He is much in demand, as the Chinese 
Suffer severely from corns, despite their 
cloth shoes. All but the higher classes 
are shaved by peripatetic barbers who 
wander about advertising themselves 
with gongs, or tweezers which they ring 
like tuning forks. They are great gos- 
sips. 

Our traveling restaurants have been an- 
ticipated many years by the Chinese pur- 
veyor of food, who carries his table on 
one end of a pole, balanced by his stove 
and cooking utensils on the other. With 
his dough, his hashed vegetables and a 
little oll and salt, he roasts, fries, bakes, 
broils or toasts quite a surprising num- 
ber of dishes and their taste would be 
more surprising than their number to an 
Occidental. 

Even the confectioner is a wanderer. He 
carries a bow! or jar of mixed tiffy and 
a number of straws in a box. ‘Be winds 
up_a little of the liquid taffy on the end 
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of a straw and blows it after the style of 

a glass blower into the shapes of birds 

and animals. 

INEFFICIENCY OF CHINESE ARTI- 
SANSHIP. 

There isn’t a native iron worker in China 
who can make a nail that can be driven 
without a hole being bored for it. With- 
out outside instruction there wouldn't be 
a Chinese nail made 1,000 years from now. 
The Chinaman makes no improvements. 

If the Chinaman fails to see the imme- 
diate utilitv of a thing he gets rid of it 
promptly for what it will bring. At the 
beginning of the Chinese-Japanese war 
parts of the large guns of the Taku forts 
were in the pawnshops, having been 
pawne@ as old brass. Half a gun being 
a somewhat inefficient implement of war- 
fare, the Chinese gunners labored under 
considerable handicap in this respect. 

All the students in a Chinese school 
study aloud. The din would drive an 
American school boy or an American 
teacher to the verge of distraction. Nev- 
ertheless, by this method the Chinese 
school children learn a great deal—such as 
it is. 

VISITING WITHOUT LUGGAGE. 
Once a Chinese government representa- 
tive, who was new to this country and its 
ways, came to the house of an eminent 
New York banker for a week's visit. It 
was winter, but he came without luggage 
and yet every day he appeared at dinner 
with a change of garments. His body was 
his trunk; he put his trunk in his clothes

Sewing is usually done out of doors by 
the Chinese women.

Ths 
American woman wears her thimble on 
the end of her finger and often pushes 
her needle with the end of her thimble. 
The Chinese woman wears her thimble be- 
tween the first and gecond joint and in 
this way gets a much better pressure on 
her needle, has a more comfortable place 
for her thimble and can wear it as a ring 
when not at work. 

Plowing is done with a forked stick, 
ene fork of which is tipped with iron. On 
one occas:on as I was passing along the 
road I saw a man plowing his field with 
two animals, his wife, who had bound 
feet, and his son. Both were hitched to 
the plow, while he was pushing with all 
his strength. On another occasion I saw 


a bound-footed woman with her piow on 
her shoulder, with a single donkey—a

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HE actual sanitary conditions now | 

gexisting in the city of Havana are 

little comprehended in this country. 
Still less, perhaps, is it understood that | 
vellow fever has attained the proportions 
of an epidemic there this summer. It is 
a startling fact that up to the 8th day 
of August the death rate from this plague 
had been exactly eleven times as great 
as last year, the number of deaths being 
seventy-seven against seven. A few days 
later Las Animas hospital and Military 
hospital No. 1 were crowded to the limit 
of their capacity, physicians, nurses and 
even the disinfecting corps were worked 
night and day and the sanitary depart- 
mem had cabled to New York for more 
nurses. By the middle of the month the 
record was broken for the year with 
forty-seven new cases and thirty-six sus- 
pects. From that time on the situation! 
became exceedingly serious and the 
American authorities in Havana are hav- 
ing 4a fight which will continue for many 
weeks. 

The fight against vellow fever began 
with the first days of the American occu- 
pation, with General Ludlow as military 
governor of the city. With the immediate 
organization of the sanitary department 
and the engineering corps heroic efforts 
were made to clean the city and put it in 
decent living condition. The success 
which crowned these efforts has long been 
a matter of record, and it may be stated 
at once that the principal reasons for 
this year’s virulent outbreak are, first, 
a heavy immigration: second, favorable 
climatic conditions. The actual and pri- 
mary reason, however, is that the earth 
bed of the city of Havana is a permanent 
reservoir of infection, which is freely per- | 
mitted to pass through the city from one 
end to the other through the sewers. 
SEWERS A VAST CULTURE-PROCESS 

OF GERMS. 

This earth bed contains untold mil- 
lions of yellow fever germs which are 
constantly escaping from the open sewer 
traps, and through the crannies of the 
aLominably paved streets. ‘There is avso- 
lutely me hope for a total extermination 
of yellow fever in Havana until the city 
is jobably sewered and paved with a 
hermetically sealed paving. ‘Then, with 
due restrictions on immigration from fe- 
ver infetted parts, chiefly Panama and 
Seuth America, and with a continuance 
of the stringent sanitary precautions now 
enforced by our authorities, Havana and 
cther Cuban cities may become safe resi- 
dences for Americans and other foreign- 
ers, and the danger of importing the fe- 
ver thence into our own cuuntry will be 
removed. The work begun under General 
Ludlow has been continued under tJeneral 
Wood, and there is a splendidly organized 
sanitary department which is now work- 
ing night @nd day to save lives and check 
the spread of the diseaso. Major Havard, 
the chief surgeon of the island, has gene- 
ral supervision of everything; the mmme- 
diate work !s under the charge of Major 
W. C. Gotgas, assisted by Dr. Theodore 
(©. Lyster, Dr. Shoexer and a coniplete of- 
fice and hospital staff. There is also what 
is known as a vellow fever board. con- 
sisting of Drs. Gueteras, Finley and! Al- 
bertina, and Major Gorgas, who is a sur- 
geon and physician; the duties of this 
board being to inspect and give a decis- 
ion on all reported suspects. The regu- 
lar fever cOmmission sent here to study 
tne disease and report upon it is made up 
of Drs. Carroll, Lazar and Reed, Ameti- 
cans; and Dr. A. Agramonte, the Cuban 
specialist in yeNow fever and ovher trop- 
ical diseases, The Cudan physicians, by 
the way, Who have received their educa- 
tion in this eountry or abroad. rank with 
the vest yellow fever experts in the world. 
The work of the Cubans trained in 
sanitary department under American 
methods hag also been highly efficient. 
All these, with the American women 
nurses who care for their stricken ccun- 
trymen, and the forces of the disinfecting 
and house cleaning departmerts make up a 
small army. The expenses of carrying on 
the fight against the fever is about $8,(W 
a month, and this is inadequate and fails 
to cover certain points. 

The city is @ivided into ten districts, 
each in charge of an inspector, whose 
duty is to have the men of his corps 
inspect twenty houses within that dis- 
trict each day, and to send in every night 
to the chief office a printed blank filled | 
out with a report of the condition of | 
different houses, recommendations as to | 
what should be done, ete. This is the | 
house cleaning department, and ee

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surveillance of these Cuban houses, with 
their infested and frequently filthy 
courts, their ineredibly vile sanitary ar- 
rangements and their general lack of 
decent living conditions, is indispensable, 
and is the most valuable precautiosary 
measure possib 
BEST LOCALITIES IN THE CITY ARE 
APFECTED. 

Strange, though, it appears to those 
unfamiliar with the subject, it is a fact 
that one of the chief infected districts 
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is in the very heart of the city, lining 
both sides of the Prado and including 
the Inglaterra and Telegrapho hotels, the 
Louvre and Siuzo cafes, the mew and 
handsome Delmonico’s, the Tacon thea- 
ter, the Union Club, Havana’s largest 
club, the Diario de la Marina newspaper 
building and a host of”cafes and restau- 
rants and apartments which are filled 
night and day by‘*the crowds that help 
to make Havana picturesque and attrac- 
tive. This very summer yellow fever 
cases—several of them fatal—have been 
taken from the Inglaterra, the Louvre, 
the Siuzo and the Tacon theater, and 
the Diaro de la Marina building developed 
SO many cases that the sanitary depart- 
ment finally ordered it closed. Yet, tn 
the very face of the permanent condi- 
tions which make such an alarming state 
of affairs possible, it is a fact that when 
some time ago the American authorities 
tried the experiment of letting the Cu- 
bans have charge of the yellow fever 
hospital they neglected it to such an ex- 
tent that it was necessary to take it 
away from them. Even Salvador Cisne- 
ros, who aspires to the presidency, took 
occasion recently to cast a slur on the 
expenditures made by the military gov- 
ernment for the prevention of yellow fe- 
ver, and resented the proviso of the late 
proposed chartem that the United States 
should retain control of the sanitary de- 
partment. 

The disinfecting corps takes. action 
after a case of yellow fever is reported In 
a house. Some twenty Cubans in charge 
of a captain go to the premises, and 
within the next hour the house looks as 
though it had been through a combina- 
tion ear:hquake, cyclone and washout, 


| particularly the latter, for after you are 


turned out of your room and your be- 
longings hastily thrown into closets and 
trunks, the hoSe jis turned loose with @ 
solution of bichloride of mercury and 
every nook and cranny drenched. Feol- 
lowing this process the doors and «in- 
dowsyY are sealed, a nozzle inserted in @ 
door and formalin gas pumped into the 
room until the hardiest germ must suc- 
cumb. ‘hs law forbids you to enter the 
room. for forty-eight hours. The warning 
is superfluous—you have not the slightest 
inclination to enter it for twice forty- 
eight hours, and then vou come to grief, 
for even the faintest odor of formalin 
gas causes poignant regret. The opposi- 
tion of the Cubans to the necessarily 
drastic methods is one of the most séfri- 
ous obstacles encountered by the sanitary 
authorities. I know of one Cuban jand- 
laagy who refused to allow milk, ice or 
medicines to be brought intg@ her houge to 
an American guest who had the fcvef, 
in her wrath against the AmePicans who 
put her to the trouble of having her house 
invaded by the authorities. She made 
such a row at headquarters that her 
house was put “under the red star,” 
which means that now only immunes are 
allowed there and that an inspector vis- 
its the place and questions the boarders 
weekly. In some instances the Cubans 
deliberately conceal the fever and report 
it as some other innocent disease; fn all 
they are bitterly and unalterably 
opposed to the work of the disinfecting 
corps and the house cleaning and rerert 
to various subtle Cuban devices to avert 
the much dreaded visitation of elther of 
these departments.

There has been much discussion as to 
which of the members of the cabinet is 
required to sign his name most frequent- 
ly, but there is a disposition to concede 
the palm to the postmaster general A sin- 
gle item among the scores which are in- 
cluded in his allotment is the signing of 
the commissions of the fourth-class post- 
masters. There are 70,000 of these alone, 
and as changes occur which result in his 
being obliged to sign two or three commis- 
sions for some of the offices, it is con- 
servative to say that for this feature of 
the office duties alone 100,000 signatures 
are required annually. When Mr. Smith 
became postmaster general and the busi- 
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he was asked what style of signature he 
would adopt. Promptly enough he said 
he would always sign his name in full, 
“Charles Emory Smith.” His predeces- 
sor in office ventured the prediction that 
when he learned the extent of the daily 
task of affixing signatures to commis- 
sions and official documents he . would 
surely shorten his signature. The post- 
master general reached a similar deter- 
mination in a few days, but in a mock 
despair declared that the name “Smith’’ 
was one which must have a distinguish- 
ing Christian name to go with it, in view 
of the large family of Smiths in the coun- 
try. Then he tried “C. Emory Smith,” 
but after a few days decided that the 
style of signature was too much affected 
by cockneys. Then he tried “C. E. 
Smith,”’ but immediately there came to 
him the protest against his dropping the 
family name of “Emory.” At last as a 
final resort he adopted his present style 
of signature, “Ch. Emory Smith,’ slur- 
ring the “Emory” so as to greatly short- 
en it. When.Mr. Smith entered the cab- 
inet he had one of the clearest and most 
legible“signatures. A certain amount of 
nervous energy and the pressure of offi- 
cial routine has altered the signature to 
what it is now.

Long, the secretary of the navy. Wash- 
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ington rumor has it that he was obliged 
to have the name “John D. Long” placed 
at the upper left hand corner of all the 
department and even of his private sta- 
tionery because of the illegibility of his 
signature.

He differs from his colleagues 
in the cabinet as well as his predecessors 
in his way of conducting his department. 
His manner of signing his mail, docu- 
ments and commissions _indiea&tes this 
originality. t one side of his private 
office he has had a small walnut stand 
with a standing top erected. Its top is at 
such a height that he can stand erect 
and leaning against the desk sign his 
mail. A shelf is so adjusted that he can 
raise his left foot and rest it there. The 
thick walnut slab of which it is made 
has long been worn deep with the im. 
print of the secretary's foot. He is par- 
ticular about the way his typewriting is 
done and will reject a letter because 
two letters in a word are transposed. 
Like Secretary Root, Secretary of the 
Interior’ Hitchcock is very particular 
about understanding every phrase of any 
communication to which he signs his 
name, and if there is any doubt in his 
mind always lays aside anything not fully 
understood by-him, signs up the balance 
of his mail and then sends for the chief 
of clerks responsible. Mr. Hitchcock pos. 
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sesses an infinite capacity for details 
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in consequence of his years of business 
training and never delegates to another 
a task which he can dispose of himself. 
His signature is one of the clearest and 
most carefully written of any of the cabi- 
net autographs. .

The volume is one df the fifth edition 
and was printed and sold in Boston by Z. 
Fowle at Printing Office in Back Street, 
1769. In the preface it is stated that the 
“Following Inftitutions were Compiled 
(chiefly) by Mr. Eleazer Moodey, Late a 
Famous School Mafter in Bofton.” 

The refrain of the book is a repetition 
and an emphasis upon the fourth and 
fifth numbers of the opening precepts: 
“Submit to thy Superiors,’’ and “Defpife 
not thy Inferiors.”’ 

Among the instructions which seem very 
amusing are: ‘‘Let not Play Entice thee;” 
“Be very Desirous of Learning: ‘“Re- 
strain thy Tongue,” etc., from Mixt Pre- 
cepts; from Children’s Behaviour at the 
Meeting Houfe, Decently walk to thy Seat 
or Pew; run not nor go Wantonly, Talk 
not in the Meeting houfe, Especially in 
the Time of Prayer or Preaching, Fix 
thine eye upon the Minifter, let it not 
wildly wander to gaze upon any perfon or 
thing; from children’s Behaviour at Home, 
Never fpeak to thy parents without fome 
Title of Refpect, viz: Sir, Madame, etc., 
accerding to their quality: at the Table, 
Be fure thou never fitteft down till a 
bleffing be defired, and then in thy due 
Place Offer not to carve for thyfelf or 
to take anything tho’ it be that which 
though doft greatly defire: Stare not in 
the Face of any one (efpecially thy Supe- 
rior) at the Table; Smell not of thy meat, 
nor put it to thy nofe; turn it not the 
other fide upward to view it upon thy 
Plate or Trencher; As soon as thou fhalt 
be moderately Satisfied, or whenfoever 
thy Parents think meet to bid thee rife 
up from the Table, tho’ others thy su- 
perious fit ftill; When thou rifeft from 
the Table, take away thy Plate: and 
having made a Bow at the fide of the

Recently we illustrated a machine whid 
would milk a single cow and transfer th 
milk to a can.
